THE AMERICAN BNGINEERS. 


One ot the Writere Predicts the Coming ofa 
Timber Famine. 

Derr Park, Md., June 25.—At the opening 
of the morning session of the second day of the 
convention of the American Society of En- 
gineers, Mr. F. Collingwood, of Elizabeth. 
N.J., reed a paper on the preservation of 
forests. The paper presented a large aumber 
of statistics collected trom various sources, tts 
purpose being to show the necessity of exer- 
cisipg economy in the use of forest products 
and the apparent possibility of a wood 
famine. The writer concluded that thesupply 
of white pine in the United States is certain 
to be exhausted before the end of this century 
and probably in Caneda also. Of southern 
pines, at the present rate of consumption, 
there is stated to beone hundred and fifty 
years’ supply of spruce and hemlock east of 
the Mississippi. There is probably twenty- 
five years’ supply of hard woods, Pre supply 
of black walnut and ash are being 
rapidly exhausted. The eupplies of other kinds 
of wood are, however. so abundant that 
a famine cannot be predicted. In referanés to 
tree planting, the writer stated that when in- 
telligently undertaken in regions where tim- 
ber 18 Bcarce, a fair return is made on the in- 
vestment. In the discussion that followed, it 
wes insisted by Cotton, Wood, Eugleston and 
others, that the timber planting can be made 
as profitable es crop planting. A paper enti- 
tled “Specificatiops for the strength of iron 
bridges,” by Jos. M. Wilson, engineer of the 
bridges and buildings of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, was read by Captain Michatlis. 

Various supplementary papers on the same 
subject were read. The papers gave rise toa 
long discussion, which exhausted the remain- 
der of the morning session. 

Mr. J. E. Watkins, representing the new 
department which has been recently added to 
the national museum at Washington, for col- 
lecting engineering relics and exhibits, asked 
for the co-operation of the. society in making 
this department a valuable one. 

In the afternoon an excursiog was made by

THE INDIAN WAR, 


4A Husband Shot Dead, But His Wife and 
Children Kecape, 

Denver, Col., June 25.—The following pars 
ticulars of the Indian troubles in the southern 
part of the state has been received: Satur- 
day evening a party of Indians camped on 
Beaver Creek, a tributary of Dolores river, 
sixty miles from Durango. Aftera time they 
got into an altercation with the cowboys about 
some horses, which the latter claimed the 
Indians were trying to steal. One Indian ran 
to atepee in which were four others, a buck, 
&® squaw, a papoose and boy. The 
cowboys followed, and opened fire on 
the Indians in the tepee, killing all but the 
boy, who was wounded, bui got away. At 10 
o’clock that night, in Montezuma vally, 
twenty miles distant from the scene of the 
murder of the Indians,a man named Genther 
sat in his house reading. His ch.'!dren were 
all asleep, and his wife was — to re- 
tire. Suddenly the woman heard a noise, and 
running out of the house discovered the build- 
ing to be on fire. Genther then 
came out to extinguish the 
flames, and while so engaged was shot, 
being struck by seven bullets. His wife ran 
to assist him and was shot in the shoulder. 
Before he died Genther told his wife to get the 
children out of the house, which she did, 
hiding them and herself in the brush until 
the Indians had departed. Hidden by the 
darkness and carrying her infant in her arms, 
and leading another child by the hand, her 
fonr other children following as best they 
could, Mrs. Genther wandered all 
night through the sage brush, barefooted 
and in her night clothes. Finally near morn- 
ing she reached a neighbor’s house. At Wool- 
ley’s store the Indians helped themselves to 
whatever they wented, and departed. Mrs. 
Genther, at last accounts, was in a very critis 
eal condition. The body of her husband was 
found burned to a crisp. 

READY TO MAKE WAR. 

It is reported that five hundred Indians are 
ready to make war. The result ofthe inves- 
tigation now being made by Agent Stollstic- 
mer, is unsatisfactory tothem. The Indians 
were seen on Monday and Tuesday moving 
westward, followed by two companies of cav- 
alry. The whole country is terribly excited. 


A Town Flooded, 

Reape, Pa., June 25.—During last night, 
a water mein lesding from Hampden reser- 
voir, one of Reading’s sources of water supply, 
burst,and the houses in the vicinity lor sever- 
al squares were flooded. The people who 
sleptin the lower rooms were compelled to 
fiy to their lives, Garden truck was washed 
out considerably. Several narrow escapes 
were made from drowning. The water at its 
highest was at 5toS feet deep. The cellars 
and lower stories of s»me forty houses were 
flooded. The accident caused great excite-

OUT AGAIN.

MR. HBENDBICKS SPEAKS. 

Mr. Hendricks said: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Bay State 
Ciub: Icannot command suitlicient language to 
express my appreciation of your kinduess today 
toward me, and the young friends who have 
traveled with me. One of the 
grest colleges of Massachusetts — that 
for more than a hundred years has heldits head 
erect amorg the educational institutions of the 
world, did Indiana the honor last winter to invite 
me, berson, to address a portion at least of her 
alumni. On the day before yesterday I cameto 
the city where that college is located, to make 
that address, and wasn’iit a matter of interest 
that one of the sons of Indiana should 
come to speak upon the cause of @ducation in tae 
erand old state of Massachusetts; (applause,) and 
wasn’titahbigh compliment that he should 
called upon to address men of his own profession 
upon the question that grew out of that profes- 
sion? I feltit really asa very great compliment, 
and &O when I got to New Ha. 
ven I thought I would come 
over and see how Harvard did look, and then I 
still respectcd Harvard more. 

I could understand very well how Massachusetts 
could send toward the west men of such force and 
character to form part of the population and to 
assist: in building up the democracy of the 
west. But, my  fellow-citizens, what ‘do 
you think of it today, when 
an Indianian came here to Boston and is welcom- 
ed by the Bay Stateclub? What does it signify? 
Not that an Indianian is here, but that one is here 
who doesin truth represent the scntiments that 
you and yours do believe in, (great applause), and 
[accept of this wonderful expression of yeur re- 
gerd, more aS an approval of the opinion: 
and principles for which I have contended thaa 
of aby personal confidence or esteem that you 
may baye in myseli. [Applanse.}] I thank the 
chairman of the club, Colonel Taylor, for his refer- 
ence tothe vote in Indiana. I had no doubt 
about that yote atall. From the time that the 
banner was thrown out to the winds of heaven, I 
bad no doubt about the result. [Applause.] Al- 
though but four years before it had given for War- 
field 7,000 majority, I believed that we could carry 
it 7,000 the other way, aud we didit. [Applause.; 

Iam just as proud to stand before you, the men 
that fought the battles in Massach usetts, as before 
the men that made it 7,000in Indiana. |Applause.! 
If you bad had no unusual troubles to encounter 
in the canvass of iast rear, Massachusetts would 
have gone democratic. [Tremendous 
applause, and cries of ‘Right you 
are,’’] he troubies in Massachu 
setts, I think, are passed, fapplause],and sol have 
the highest confidence that atthe first struggle 
between the principles of the opposing influences, 
Massachusetts will take her place beside Indiana. 
| Applause}. 

Mr. Hendricks then egain suid he had hearda 
great deal about civil service reform. He said he 
thought he understocd the subject, and told of 
his eppointment to the commissionership of 
the general Jand office by President Vierce; 
bow he found the office with 180 clerks and 
the busibess four years behind. He became 
acquainted with the clerks; soon knew clerks 
who would be able to help him, and very soon 
those that limped or were unwilling stepped 
out. [Applause.] Mr. Hendricks continued: 

The hickory broom of Jackson that presented 
democratic reform was the sentiment and emblem 
of the reform I sought to bring about, and instead 
of the men who had to step out, there came in 
young and earnest fellows willing to do work so 
that by one general order 1 required that the 
work done at each desk should be 
twenty-five per cent more than it had been before. 
These men camein and took their share readily 
and cheerfully and cordially, and when I left that 
office four years afterwards, it was only four 
months behind in the delivery of patents to the 
men that had bought land. [Applause.] From four 
year itcame down to four months, and that was 
as close asit was practicable to bring the work. 
That, I thought, wasreform. I want totell you 
another thing, gentlemen. When you men that 
give your votes at the election and pay your 
money tothe tax gatherer, want to understand 
the party you point at, by which civil service can 
be brovght about, I will tell you. Itis not with 
the{presidentjin detail,it is not with the secretaries 
in detail, it is with the bureau officer that 
has todo directly with the work and with the 
clerks who perform the work. [Applause.] He 
thought he was safe in saying that he knew that 
the bureau Officersat Washington had already 
taken steps in that direction; that the people will 
pot be sold cut by tiiem, [Appilause.{ That was 
his own history about civil service reform. I have 
only one more suggestion to make, and that is 
that the election comes off, and I 
want to say to you that { am 
going to have no personal interest init. [Cries of 
‘we @onbt it.’’ ‘Head of the ticket next time,’’] 
I do not appear to be connected with it. Last fall, 
when the convention at Chicago placed me in a 
position that Indiana had to be carried or I had to 
be somewhat disgraced, {great applause,]) why, 
I made up my mind that | would not be disgraced 
—tbhat was al), fapplause.] and so when four years 
from this time—by the way, lam going to come 
back more  frequentiy than I have 
heretofore. [Cries of “Good.”’] You 
will invite me, won’t you? When I come back 
about four yearsfrom this time or a little less 
than that, say shortly after the next election, when 
we are going to elect a president the next time, I 
want to bring from Indiana good cheer to Massa- 
chusetts, and then I want to meet the Bay State 
elub and have them tell me} Massachusetts 
meets Indiana and grasps her bythe hand and 
takes from her the banner which represents the 
banner of this whole nation for the sakeof re- 
forminthe public service. [Appleuse.]

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CARPENTER’S DESPERATION. 


A Startiing Scene in a New York City 
: Prison, 

New York, June 25,—A carpenter, on the 
second trial for the murder of 
his wife by stabbing her to desth, this 
morning @uthis throat in the cell in the 
tombs.

attempted suicide. It was noticed by some in 
the courtroom yesterday that the prisoner had 
an unusually etolid expression on his tace 
during moet of thedey,as hesat beside his 
counsel in 8 listless sort of way. His defense 
is insenity, and his manner was supposed to 
be affeeted. This morning when the deputy 
sheriffs went tothe tombs totake Carpenter 
to court, the prisoner was walking on the cor- 
ridor of the frat tier. Keepers Donnelly and 
O’Brien — ordered Carpenter to his 
He entered and a moment 
efterwefd Proans were heard coming trom the 
cell. The keepers rnshed in and found Car- 
perter on bis knees with his head all covered 
with bined. He was raised and the prison 
pbhyeictan gent for. It was found that the 
man bee cit a smell gash in his neck, that he 
had three trifling wounds on the stomach and 
a slight cut on his left wrist. None 
Was surious, but several were 
painful. aud Carpenter suffered much loss of 
blood. . We was taken to Bellevue hospital and 
word was sent tothe court that the prisoner 
would probably be able to appear on Monday. 
The prisener, uptos coupleof months ago, 
hed his arms manacled to his side. He com- 
pleined that these hurt him severely, and 
they were at last removrd. At night 
however, he was ‘‘mutiled.” The knife with 
which Carpenter cut himself was an ordinary 
table kuife, rather rusty, and had been latel 
sharpened. It was not ofthe kind used in th® 
prison, and how the man secured it is a mys- 
tery. {twas found after’ search in the soil 
pen in the corner of his cell. His cell had 
been rangecked every day to prevent the koep- 
ing of & Weapon by the prisoner. Judge Bar- 
rett, in adjourning court, stated that the 
prisoner's act would be thoroughly inveasti- 
gated, and counseied the jurors to not read 
ibe newspapers for opinionsas to whether Car- 
perter Wes insane or feigning.

He had refused to receive 
a spiritual adviser, and when a Roman Cath- 
olic priest called upon hima few days ago 
Teylor crove the good man away with the 
macet fiirhtful curses. The authorities 
at aeae enn who kauve hanged four 
men within fifteen months, are fearful 
that Taylor will give them a great deal of 
trouble when the day of his executfon comes. 
His cel] is never visrted by less than three 
keepers at once. He is small in stature,siight 
in build, has a beardless face and light ‘hair. 
lis strength is extraordinary and his ex- 
preesion mild and childlike, yet shrewd. His 
eyes are grey and of wonderful brightness. 
He has been examined by a commission of 
experts and adjudged sane. 
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THE JOHNSON-HENRY CASE. 


The Jury Hangs on Nive for Acquittal and 
Three for Conviction, 

IK. NOXVILLE, Tenn,, June 25.—In the John- 
son-Henry case, at Greenville, the jury failed 
to agree, and the result was a mistrial. The 
jury stood nine for acquittal and three for con- 
viction. Thecase had been in progress for 
two weeks, and has attracted widspread atten- 
tion. Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, 
ing counsel for the defense, 

Captain E. T. Johnson, formerly of Indiana, 
was arraigned for killing Major Edwin Hen- 
ry, in Greene county, Tennessee, September 
23rd, 1884, Henry had seduced Johnson’s 
wife more than a year before, and 
Mrs. Johnson committed suicide in Indiana.

On the point 
that where insanity is established prior to the 
killing, it is supposed to coatinue unless the 
contrary is established.

THE NEW PREMIER. 


MARQUIS SALISBURY’S STATSEH- 
MENT TO THE LORDS. 


Be Beiates the Anxiety of the Queen for a Settle- 
ment ofthe Crisis—A Conservative Meeting— 
Earthquake in Scotland-The Reports 
from the Cholera Districtse—Btc. 


Lonvox, June 25.—In the house of lords this 
afternoon, the new lord high, chancellor, Sir 
Hardinge Gifford, took his seat upon the wool 
eack. It} was announced that the bill provi- 
ding an annuity of 6,000 pounds for the prin- 
cess Beatriceon her marriage with Prince 
Henry, of Bettenberg, had received the royal 
assent. The redistribution of seats bill and 
several other bills have also received the 
royal aseent. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, present mem- 
ber parliament for Portsmouth, who, it was 
announced yesterday, was about to start for 
Cairo as envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary of Great Britain, will go to 
Egypt, itis now stated, upon a special mission. 
It is not intended that he shall displace Sir 
Evelyn Baecritz, the present diplomatic agent 
and consul general of Great Britain at Cairo. 

A private mecting of the conservative mem- 
bers of parliament was held to-day in the 
rooms of the Carlton club. There was a small 
attendance, The presence atthe meeting of 
ecveral conservatives from the province of 
Ulster, Ireland, is regarded as an indication 
tbat the difierences recently existing between 
the English and Irish conservatives has been 
adjusted. The marquis of Salisbury explained 
his reaeous for taking office, and said that he 
had already taken counsel concerning the 
course to adopt for the immediate future. The 
meeting unanimously approved the action 
taken by the marquis of Salisbury. It was 
thought, however, that the liberals ought to 
have given more definite assurances. 

THE STATEMENT TO THE LORDS. 

Jn the house of lords the conservatives oc- 
eapied the government benches. The mar- 
quis of Salisbury, as he entered the house, 
was rectived with cheers. In thecourse if a 
short address, the marquis said it was not 
necessary for him to repeat the statement 
made by Mr. Gladstone last evening in the 
house of commons. He explained that the 
queen had informed him that it was her opin- 
on that he might reasonably accept the office 
upon the assurances given by Mr. Gladstone. 
Her majesty, at the same time, pointing out 
the serious injury to the public service ofa 
eettlement was longer delayed, or new com- 
plications should arise. he marquis said he 
then, with the unanimous ccnsent of his col- 
leegues, thought it washis duty to assume 
oftice, and he hoped that the next four or five 
weeks would show that he had adopted the 
proper course. The marquis of Salisbury, in 
concluding his address, mede an appeal for 
the support of all reasonable men, The house 
adjourned until! the 6th of July. The house 
of commons adjourned to the same date. 

The marquis of Salisbury, referring to the 
political situation, said he felt sure that all 
would agree that a timorous policy would be 
unwise, if vot fatal. He reckoned upon the 
united support of his party. Mr. Norticote 
expressed entire concurrence with Salisbury 
on the line of action taken and the plans for 
the future, 

The United Ireland warns Messrs. Dilke and 
Chamberlain, members of the late Gladstone 
cabinet, to keep outside of lheland. I¢ de- 
nounces their tour as an “electoral maneu- 
ver,” and says that it only adds “insult to in- 
jury.” The speeches of Chamberlain are 
charecterized as “cynical hypocrisy.” ‘As 
long a6 the house of lords exists,’’ exclaims the 
United Ireland, “only a-tory government 
cak pets an effective home rule scheme.” 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolf! is instructed 
to reporton the state of the administration 
and condition of £gypt. Lord Randolph 
Churchill, who is known to be in favor of the 
removal of Tawfik Pasha, incites the mission. 
It is reported that Lord Salisbury, at an inter- 
view with Waddington, explained that the 
mission is intended to facilitate the settlement 
of the Egyptian question, and that he would 
be unable, without a report independent of 
the papers left by the late government, to 
state the cause of conservative policy.

Loxvon, June 25.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
prints a hitherto unpublished proclamation 
ofthe ameer of Afghanistan to his subjects 
in 1882. Itreviewsthe history of the Af- 
gbans, claiming that they are descended from 
the lost ten tribes of Israel. It traces 
their descent from Adam through Jacob, 
their subjection in Egypt, their deliver- 
ance therefrom by Moses, their wandgrings in 
the desert and their settlement in Syria under 
the emeership of Saul and Solemon to their 
Babylonian captivity, their release, their wan- 
derings on the hills of Ghour and their final 
settlement in Afghanistan. It concludes by 
exhorting the Afghans to trustin God, who 
will preserve them from their terrible enemy, 
Russia, who is ‘waiting to devour them.

But in this matter as 
in all others the demand must wait upon the 
supply; and only those towns that decide at 
once to train the hands as well as the minds 
of their children, will be apt to get the kind 
of instracters they want. When the harvest 
is white the Jaborers will be scarce, and the 
lords of the harvest will have to bid high. 
The trouble will, however, cure itself in a 
few years, and when we have plenty of good 
teachers and plenty of public sentiment to 
susiain the innovation, the wonder will be 
that we went along so many years negleciful 
of our duty in furnishing instruction that 
pertains to and leads to the life time work of 
ourchildren.

TAMMANY TO BE REFORMED. 

There are hints and rumors that Tammany 
hall is about to drop the dissgreeable—not to 
sey diegraceful—fevtures which have char- 
acterized its later history, and which have 
crippled its usefulness as a political organiza- 
tion. Itis hinted, indeed, that when Mr. 
Kelly steps down and out, the system of 
bossism is to be discarded by the society. 
Register, Reilly, of New York city, who has 
been talked of as Kelly’s successor, gives it 
as his opinion that Tammany hall needs no 
“boss.” He thinks that the organization 
should be controlled by the twenty-four dis- 
trict associations through their leaders—each 
district to send its representative, and each 
representative to be recognized in the body 
as the eqnal of any other district. Register 
Reilly says that under this plan New York 
city might possess a united democracy, and 
there would be no occasion for the rows and 
rumpussese that have been the chief feature 
of New York democracy during the past few 
years. 

There is no donbt that Tammany needs re- 
forming. It has been, and still is,a grand 
old organization, as potent for good, when 
properly managed, as itis potent for evil 
when its influences are improperly directed, 
The trouble with Tammany is, and has been, 
‘boss’ rule. All the strength of its powerful 
organization is, and has been, devoted to ad- 
vancing the interests of a few individual, in- 
stead of the interests of the whole people. 
For its own good, as well asfor the good of 
the democratic party, Tammany should so 
far reform itself as to devoteits infinencs to 
the promoticn of democratic harmony and 
democratic success. This would indeed be a

The same trouble exists in 
Massachusetts, but the lawmakers of that state 
have flanked it by authorizing the commitment of 
habitual drunkards to the lunatic asylum hospital. 
If the judge before whom the drunkard is ex- 
amined is satisfied that he is of good char- 
acter but is a dipsomaniac, he commits 
him to the unatic bospital, where he is kept until 
it is considered safe for him to be discharged, The 
theory of this law is that inebriety is a disease. 
But while there is no inebriate asylum in Massa- 
chusetts, there is a penal reformatory for ordinary 
drunkards, Under the state law a “simple 
drunk,’ it is called, is fined not 
exceeding five dollars and costs, or 
imprisonment in the reformatory for 
thirtydeys. Forthe third offense a persom may 
be sent up for two years, subject to release ona 
ticket of leave, when he is thought to be reformed. 
If he fails to keep sober he may be returned to the 
reformatory.

Harvard Wins Her Eleventh Victory on 
Water, 

NEW Lonpon, Conn , June 25.—The time for the 
Harvard-Columbia freshman race was set for 10:30 
o’clock this morning. At that hour the boats 
were at the starting point, which was the two 
mile flag off the naval station. For some reason 
now uot known the crews were kept there fully an 


hour befere the race was ordered. Jay Gould’ge 


steam yacht Atalanta and the United States rev- 


enue cutter Grant anchored near the finish. They 
were galiy bedecked with bunting. Jay Gould’s 
launch, with Mr. Gould on board, steamed up and 
cown the course. Aftera tedious wait, the boats 
g0t into line,and the word “go’’ was given at 
11:15. Both crews took water simultaneously 
with little or no splashing,‘Harvard rowing forty 
strokes to Columbia thirty-nine.

» erate about the little progre 
children are making. oe 

I desire though to assign here another ground of 
my deep interest inour common scnool system, 
Iam deeply interested Mm itas a citizen of Georgia 
and Atlanta. I believe that the success of our 
common school system is, if not absolutely neces- 
kary, at least greatiy needed, in order to the 
healthy and fui] development of our state and 
city, Ineed not undertake to argue thie position 
ob the general principle that, all other things be- 
ing ¢qual, a state will prosper materiaily and po- 
liticaliy only asthe masses of its people are edu- 
cated. Wide epread ignorance among the people 
is a dire enemy to the state’s political and social, 
and I think I may add ite mora! and religious 
health. Wide spread ignorance is an enemy to 
goverpment and impairs its usefulness, and in pro- 
portion to its extent frustrates its highest and best 
ences. It is onthis ground that it becomes the du- 
ty of governments to provide education for the 
people, aud that our common schvvul system is 
Justified. Itissimply a matier of self-preserva- 
tion on the part of governments. What amount 
or extent of education the state is bound to give 
bas been a disputed question. As much, at least, 
ought to be given as will enable every citizen to 
understand the political institutious of the land, 
and as will qualify him for some useful employ- 
ment, And so we think; that the constitu- 
tion of the general government and of one’s own 
state, political {economy and practical industries 
should constitute a large part of the instruction 
of our jhigh schools. his, we think, would 
fu'fill the ends of governmental schools more ef- 
fectively and better than a Latin and Greek 
course. And better that the state should give too 
much than too little education to its citizeas. 

But I would argue here on behalf of our com- 
mon school system, for its strengthening and ex- 
pansion, as being one of the most promising helps 
in the development of the material resources of 
our own state, Of; these resources I need not 
speak atlength. They are numerous and diversi- 
fied. To Georgia we might almost literally apply 
the Deuteronomic description of “the land of 
promise.”’ “It is a good land, a land of brooks, 
of water, of fountaius and depths that spring out 
of valleys and hills; a land of wheat, and barley, 
apd vines, and fig-trees, aud pomegranates; a land 
of oil, olive ang honey; a land where bread may 
be eaten without scarceness, where nothing is 
lacking: a land whose stones are iron, and out of 
whore hills men dig brass.’’ It isaland 
* Where children are blessings, and he that hath 


‘ most, 
Hath aid for his fortune, and riches to boast; 
W here a man is a man, if he's willing to toil, 
And os | humbiest may gather the fruits of the 
s0i1.’’ 


Now ior the development ot such astate what is 
one of the most needful powers’ We hear much 
about efforts being made to induce capital tocome 
amopg.us, And undoubtedly such efforts are wise 
and worthy. But no less are there needed efforts 
to induce labor to come, No less are there needed 
among us healthy, strong working men, farmers, 
miners, mechanics. These are the men who are 
needed to open i our soil, to bring out of its 
depths its rich cereal and mineral treasures, and 
to convert its natural products into things of use 
and of exchange value. Bring such men into our 
state and they will soon create capital—capital 
enough for all ourcommercial veeds and interests. 
Avda we rejoice to have had the hint that an effort 
will be msde in the next meeting of our legislature 
te have that body at least give legislative sanction 
to the organization of a state immigration society. 
We hene that the effort will be made and that 
it will prove successful; as we believe tuat 
such a society would be a great power in the pro- 
motion of Georgia’s best interests. 

But I krow no much stronger inducements for 
such people to come among us thau that a thor- 
ough common school system awaits them in their 
new home. Certainly, but few things would tend 
more powerlully to discoursge them from coming 
than the absexce of thorough and free education- 
g1 privileges. Such men wiil not be able at first to 
send their children to private schools, and yet 
they will value highly, almost above all price, 
their children’s education. Lettheagent of the 

mmigration socieiy beable to prociaim in his 
cirevlars that the common schools of Georgia are 
of svfticient number to meet the wants of a rapid 
ly growing population, and that in respect of 
thoroughness. they are the equals of any in the 
whole land; and he would undoubtedly add a 
yery strong inducement tothe men and women 
whom we so greatly need, to move into the state. 
And s0, without pushing the argument iurther, I 
am fully convinced that in advocating the claims 
of our common school system, I] am,at the same 
time, advocating the best interests of the state of 
Georgia, with whose interests my Own are now 
heartily identified. 

One more reason I must assign as operanton my 
mind in exciting my interest in and sympathy 
with these schools; and that is, that they are com- 
mon: They are common, not in that they are ol! 
alow grade, but in that ail classes, the lowest as 
well as the highest, the poorest as weli 
as the richest may bave the highest privileges and 
benefits of them. This, I know, isa great objec- 
tion to them in the view of some, Some refiued 
and cultivated people think thatit will never do 
for them to send their children to scaoois where 
perbaps the large majority of the scholars are of 
the unrefined and uncaltivated, and whose homes, 
as we bave said, are largely on thestreets. Icon- 
fess that I sympathize much with this objection, 
asmy aim would ever be to level upward, rather 
than downward, and as I realize the force of the 
boly scriptures, that ‘Evil company doth corrupt 
good manners.’’
